Elba City Council Reaches Agreement For 


New Lease Of Elba Hydro Plant 


In a special called meeting of the 
Elba City Council, a new revised 
contract was signed to lease the Elba 
hydro plant for the production of 
electricity. The new agreement is 
with a firm headed by Hal Barrett of 
Atlanta and calls for a smaller 
percentage of gross sales for the City 
of Elba during the first ten years, but 
also includes a clause substantially 
increasing the lease payment if the 
sales exceed the base estimates. If 
revenues exceed $350,000 after ten 
years the city will receive 34 percent 
of the gross sales. 


[he rate for the first ten years of 
operation will be 10 percent of gross, 
down from the original 25 percent 


was lowered by the city after the 
developer found he couldn't justify 
the lease to potential investors. The 
minimum of $10,000 a year is still in 
the contract and another payment 
will be due in January of 1986. 

An option was added to the 
contract allowing the city to purchase 
the improvements at the end of ten 
years. The cost would be ten times 
the average production for the past 
five years. That figure would have a 
minimum of $1,750,000 and a 
maximum of $4,000,000. 

The only other major change was 
the requirement that the facility be 
generating by December of this year 
or the lease would be canceled. Now 
the firm has unti] June of next year

My Mother....She’s The Best Of Them All! 


She 
likes for the whole family to be together as often as possible, and she

Next Sunday is Mother’s Day. I have a very special mother, and | 
still want to be like her when | grow up. 

I’ve always been a sensitive person, and I believe one of my first 
recollections of Mama was sensing her concern as she visited her sick 
mother. Mama had been raised by her uncle, but she loved and cared 
for her mother as long as she lived. Granny was my only living grand- 
parent, and she died when | was just six years old. 

I have a few other memories of those early years. | remember sitting 
in a little rocking chair next to Mama as she sat at her treadle sewing 
machine and sewed for her family, which included four girls and three 
boys. Mama and | had a lot of good conversations, and sometimes she 
would let me start the peddle, turn the wheel or pull the material as it 
fell to the floor behind the machine. Later, after I learned to sew, I made 
a lot of my clothes and helped her with finger work 

Mama and | still like to get together and sew. She still sews some for 
her four daughters, plus, she makes a lot of Deb Dean's clothes. Deb, 
one of Mama’s young friends who is just like family, loves for Mama 
to sew for her because she can fit her to the T. In the past, Mama has 
sewn some for Bea Horstead and her girls, and they helped her clean 
house in return. Bea, who is a special black friend of the family, taught 
Mama to drive after Daddy died 19 years ago, 


SHE LOVES BAKED SWEET POTATOES 


Another pre-school memory of Mama was centered around my love 
for baked sweet potatoes. Since we lived in the country, we often walk 
ed to the next house and visited our neighbors. Just before we'd leave 
our house, Mama would give me a baked sweet potato and tell me not 
to ask for one when we got to our destination. | guess my memory wasn't 
very long because I always managed to wander into their kitchen and 
ask, ‘‘Do you have a baked sweet potato?’ Mama would scold me, but 
I continued to have an insatiable desire for baked potatoes. 

When | started to school, I’d even pack a baked sweet potato in my 
lunch, and | usually shared it with my friend Christine. All along, I think, 
Mama understood how I felt because she’s always loved baked sweet 
potatoes, too. To this day when I go home, she brings out a baker of 
hot sweet potatoes that are ummmm, ummmm good!. 

As I grew older, | realized that other foods existed besides baked sweet 
potatoes. When all nine of us were home, Mama would sometimes cook 
two or three dozen homemade biscuits for breakfast. Later, when we'd 
have 15 or 20 people helping us work in the fields, we'd go home for 
lunch, and she’d have dinner on the table, Usually, it would include 
vegetables that she’d gathered and prepared that morning, chickens that 
she’d raised and a fresh baked cake and homemade ice cream. She'd 
clean up the kitchen, and almost every day she would come to the field 
and help us work, I guess I took it all for granted, but I honestly don't 


see how she did it 


SHE STILL LIKES TO COOK 


Mama was 80 last January, but she still likes to cook for her family 
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and four desserts. 


Allin our family agree that Mama is a good cook. I've got a lot of 


work to do in that department before I can compete with her at all. My 
son Bobby (who's getting married Saturday) and J have talked about 
this, and I always told him, ‘‘When you start looking for a wife, don’t 
look for someone who cooks like 1 do—just look for someone who

cooks! 


Mama likes to stay busy. In fact, five years ago she moved into a new 
house. Having grass in her yards instead of keeping every sprig cleaned 
out has been quite an adjustment. She’d had clean, swept yards for 75 
years, and she still prefers that over a grassy lawn. 


She fed her cows every day until last fall when she sold them, She 


still has several cats, and they sit on her car and keep an eye on her. 


When they see her coming toward the door, they meet her there because 


they know she’s the one who feeds them. During the summer, she still 
enjoys picking and preparing vegetables to put in her freezer. 

Mama also loves to play games. It’s not unusual for her to be the win- 
ner in such games as Dominoes, Aggravation, Rummy or Rook. Just 


a few years ago, she started watching a soap opera. While she watches 


‘Another World,” she quilts a square or two or does finger work. 


Mama has read through the Bible several times. She finds it hard to 
turn off the light at night if she hasn’t read a passage that day. | believe 


she puts into practice what she reads because she loves and helps others, 


When my daughter Terri was in the seventh grade, she gave a speech 


about her grandmother and used the following verses from Proverbs 31 


to describe her. ‘‘She gets up before dawn to prepare breakfast for her 
household. With her own hands she plants a vineyard, She is energetic, 
a hard worker. She works far into the night. She has no fear of winter 
for her household, for she has made warm clothes for all of them. She 
is a woman of strength and dignity and has no fear of old age. Her

children stand and bless her.’’ 


Terri and I share some of the same feelings. Her speech continued, 
‘*] appreciate her kindness, sense of humor and understanding. Going 
to her house has always been special because she lets me be me.
